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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

Amendments to the Specification: 

On page 2, line 26, "12a" has been changed to ~12~. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

DE 320821 1 (hereinafter DE '21 1) teaches an apparatus (shown in Figure 1) for cutting 
an oval hole in the wall of a tube or pipe (see English abstract as well as at least the first two 
lines of the machine translation). The device includes a power unit 10 that rotationally drives a 
spindle 3 about a central axis 3 a thereof, and which also includes a drive arrangement for causing 
tool bit 1 to rotate about its own axis la (see Figure 1, for example, as well as the English 
abstract). In order to provide elliptical movement of the cutting tool, there is provided a cam and 
follower arrangement 13/14 which, when hand wheel 15 is cranked by a user, causes left/right 
(with respect to Figure 1) movement of the member 14 along the member 13, which in tum 
causes vertical (with respect to Figure 1) axial displacement of the spindle 3 and tool 1 (see 
Figure 1 as well as the English abstract, for example). 

Note that there is no "cogged wheel, which through the transmission of a cam lever is 
adapted to drive a shaft whose rotational motion is transmitted on the one hand to drive the gear" 
(the "gear " having been previously claimed as a gear "meshing with a second toothed rim of the 
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tool for rotating it slowly. . .") "and on the other hand to work the carriage back and forth in 
relation to the baseplate, a round-trip displacement being equal to a difference between the major 
axis and the minor axis of a desired ellipse" as set forth in independent claim 1 . 

Note that the lever 17 shown in Figure 1 is not any sort of "cam lever", and that DE '211 
does not teach any sort of "cam lever" at all, much less one configured and arranged as set forth 
in independent claim 1 . Furthermore, the up/down cam arrangement 13/14 does not serve to 
drive any shaft "whose rotational motion is transmitted on the one hand to drive the gear" (the 
gear that meshes with "a second toothed rim of the tool for rotating it slowly, whereby a cutter 
head is carried by said slow rotational motion relative to the carriage along a circular path" as set 
forth previously in claim 1) "and on the other hand to work the carriage back and forth in relation 
to the baseplate...". 

Also, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of record that would, reasonably 
and absent impermissible hindsight, motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify the 
teachings of DE '211, and thus, for at least the foregoing reasoning, DE '211 does not render 
obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claim 1 . 

The aforedescribed prior art being representative of the closest prior art of record, for at 
least the foregoing reasoning, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
present invention as set forth in independent claim 1 .
